CAMEL Is FIRST

The province of Manabi in West- 
ern Ecuador was reported in re- 
volt this week under leadership 
of a rebellious military garrison 
and defeated political leaders. 

The Ecuadoran military high 
command issued an ultimatum de- 
manding unconditional surrender 
of the rebel garrison in the river 
city of Portoviejo, the provincial 
capital of 20,000. The garrison is 

“manned by 200 troops. 

Jorge Acosta, Under Secretary 
of the Interior, said the entire 
province of Manabi, which has 
385,000 population, was involved 
in the uprising. He indicated the 
government was in control of the 
rest of this nation of three mil- 
lion. Activities in Quito, Ecua- 
do's capital, were normal.

SWEDISH LINE BLAMES 
ANDREA DORIA 


The Swedish-American Line this 
week blamed the Italian Lines An- 
drea Doria for the collision with 
the Stockholm and said it would 
sue the Italian Line for damages. 

A statement from the Swedish 
American Line said the Doria 
veered sharply across the Stock- 
holm’s bow. 

This was the first report given 
by either line concerning circum- 
stances of the collision July 25 in 
the Atlantic Ocean off Nantucket 
light. 

The crash caused an estimated 
52 lives. 27 persons are dead or 
presumed dead and another 25 
unaccounted for. ' 

The Swedish-American Line said 
the Stockholin sighted the Andrea 
Dox about two miles off. — 

Statement > 

»The Andrea Doria was show- 
ing her red or port side light, and 
her white masthead lights were 
ppen so as to pass at a safe dis- 
tance to the port of the Stock- 
holm. 

Although the vessels were in 
a position to pass safely port to 
. port, red to red, the Stockholm 
went to starboard to give even 
greater passing distance. 

”"The Andrea Doria, however, 
suddenly closed out her red light, 
showed her green light and veer- 
ed sharply to her own left or port 
at undiminished speed, turning 
across the bow of the Stockhoim. 

»The Stockholm immediately 
went hard right and full astern, 
but it was impossible to avoid col- 
lision, and shortly thereafter the 
starboard side of the Andrea Do- 
ria and the bow of the Stockholm 
ame into collision, causing phy- 
sical damage to each vessel, loss 
of life and personal injuries. 

»Those on the Stockholm heard 
no signal from the Andrea Doria 
until after the Andrea Doria veer- 
ed to her own left and just before 
the collision contact, when the 
Andrea Doria blew a signal.” 

‘The statement was contained in 
a petition the Swedish-American 
Line filed in federal court, asking 
that it be not held responsible for 
the loss of life, injury or damage 
resulting from the collision.

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SUEZ PROBLEM ! 


Britain this week started send- 
ing powerful military reinforce- 
ments to the Mediterranean in 
connection with the situation in 
the Suez Canal following Egypt- 
jan President Nasser’s nationali- 
zation of the Canal last week: 


The aircraft carrier Bulwark, 


fully equipped on a wartime basis, 
steamed out of Portsmouth harbor 
for a secret destination in the Me- 
diterranean. THarlier, a crack pa- 
rachute brigade had boarded the 
carrier Theseus for the same area. 


The military activity was part of 
Britain’s preparation in the event 
a showdown becomes necessary 
with Egypt’s President Nasser. 


Conference 


Meanwhile 19 nations have al- 
ready accepted Britain’s invitation 
to attend a conference in London 
beginning August 16th to discuss 
the setting up of an international 
authority to control the Suez Ca- 
nal. 

Britan gave assurances that the 
use of force as a means of settling 
the Suez Canal dispute will not 
even be discussed at next week’s 
24-nation London Conference. 


Authoritative diplomats report- 
ed the Eden government passed 
this word along privately to neu- 
tralist India in the hope of bring- 
ing that key Asian nation, Egypt 
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Britain Reinforces Mediterranean 


and the Soviet Union to the con- 
ference table. 

The promise was coupled with 
a public announcement that at- 
tendance at the crisis talks did 
not bind any nation before hand 
to acceptance of the principle of 
putting the canal under interna- 
tional control. 

The diplomats said the whole 
emphasis here now appeared to 
be on a_ peaceful settlement 
through negotiation rather than 
by military means. 

But Britain went ahead with 
military measures in case she feels 
she has to meet force with force 
to keep the waterway open to her 
shipping in the future.

Homicide 


"SENTENCED TO 9 MONTHS 
HARD LABOR 


South Caroline U.S. — Marine 
Staff Sergeant Matthew C. Mc 
Keon was ordered confined at hard 
Jabor for nine months as a private 
and then removed from the Marine 
Corps with a bad conduct dis- 
charge by a court martial here. 

His conviction came as a result 
of the April 8 tragedy in which 
six Marines and a Navy doctor — 
night disciplinary March led by 
McKeon in a marsh. 

Court Martial President Colonel 
*"dward L. Hutchinson read the 
sentence. 

McKeon, standing at rigid at- 
tention, seemed to slump wearily 
as he heard the words. 

The seven-man court-martial — 
six Marines and a Newly doctor — 


ected Of Negligible 


required four hours and 15 min- 
utes to reach a sentence.. 


McKeon technically was given a- 


bad conduct discharge, which is 
less than honorable, was fined 
$ 30 a month for nine months and 
given nine months at hard labor. 

As the court martial board left 
the room, McKeon was asked how 
he felt about the verdict. His eyes 
filmed with tears and he spread 
his hands in a gesture of helpless- 
ness.. He seemed unable to get 
any words out. 

McKeon specifically was con- 
victed of negligible homicide and 
of drinking in a recruit barracks. 
He was acquitted by the court 
martial of charges of manslaught- 
er, oppression of troops and con- 
duct detrimental to the service in 
connection with a disciplinary 
March in which the recruits drown- 
ed.

FOREIGN TAX! DRIVERS 
RETURN TO ROAD 


On Wednesday of last week the 
foreign taxi drivers in Aruba had 
“their permits restored, enabling 
them to resume their former oc- 
cupation. Their permits had been 


withdrawn on July 1, 1954 — two ° 


years ago — after the local legis- 
lature had passed a law to that 
effect, on the grounds of leaving 
that occupation exclusively to 
Dutch nationals. 


The dozen or so drivers con- \ 


cerned had been engaged in the 
taxi business for 15 — 20 years, 
and felt the new regulation was 
very discriminating. The British 
Consul, at that time Mr. Guthrie, 
took up the matter with the local 
government, and after his depart- 
ure his successor Mr. H. C. Rab- 
betts continued with the case, un- 
til the matter was referred to the 
government in Holland. It is re- 
ported that the restoration of the 
permits is a result of directions 
from the Government in Holland. 


Compensation 


The local government has also 
agreed to compensate the drivers 
for the time they have been de- 
prived of their permits. Com- 
pensation has been decided on at 
the rate of Fls. 300 a month for 
the period, thus bringing the 
drivers a sum of Fls. 7,500 for 
the two years and one month since 
July 1954. (From this amount 
income tax will be deducted at the
